CONTINUING process of “progres- 
sive experimentation” is paying di- 
vidends all along the line in the Air 
Materiel Command Directorate, Procure- 
ment and Industrial Planning.

Truest indica- 
tion of the 


efficiency of new 
contractual 
methods is reflected in a tabulation which 
revealed that 77 per cent of the 1949 
Fiscal Year budget total of $2,454,497,528 
had been obligated as of 1 June 1949. 
This marks an improvement over previous 
years. 

Biggest single achievement in the Pro- 
curement Division has been the adoption 
of a system of basic agreements on ne- 
gotiated contracts being executed with 
major contractors for Air Force supplies 
and equipment. 

It-was the former practice to write 
into each such contract a series of articles 
and clauses required in the contractual 
relations. Approximately 35 of these arti- 
cles were reviewed and discussed prior 
to the signing of each contract. 

The Procurement Division selected a 
large number of contractors, those with 
whom six or more contracts could be 
anticipated in a given fiscal year, and 
approached the contractors individually 
with an offer to write into a single cove- 
nant all the technical clauses applicable 
to any subsequent contractual instru- 
ment. The proposal received an excellent 
response. 

Basic agreements are divided into two 
Sections. The first includes standard 
“boiler plate” legalities and provisions 
which would apply to any contract, nego- 
tiated or advertised. The second contains 
those other clauses which would apply 
to the individual contractor. 

Surprisingly little time is needed in 
negotiating terms of basic agreements 
and they save a tremendous amount of 
time—and money—in negotiating subse- 
quent contracts with a specific contractor. 
_ Anumber of other recent improvements 
in Procurement Division procedures can 
be attributed to this same spirit of pro- 
gressive experimentation. Simplified con- 
tract forms for smaller procurement, en- 
larged buyers’ authority to take full ad- 
vantage of Public Law 413, implementa-

Committee Reduces 
Proposal for Officers 


The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices late this week reported favorably 
the House-passed bill authorizing the 
basic composition of the Army and the 
Air Force, including the 70-group basis 
for the latter, but reduced the authorized 
strengths for officers as sought by the 
Departments and approved by the House. 

The changes in the bill included: 

Army—from 33,500 to 30,600 active list 
regular commissioned officers. 

Air Force—from 27,500 to 22,400 active 
list regular commissioned officers. 

National Guard of the United States— 
from 750,000 to 600,000 officers, warrant 
officers, and enlisted persons. 

Organized Reserve Corps—from 980.000 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted per- 
sons, to “such personnel strength as is 
necessary to form the basis for complete 
and immediate mobilization for the na- 
tional defense in the event of a national 
emergency.” 

Air National Guard and the Air Na- 
tional Guard of the United States—from 
100,000 to 150,000 officers, warrant officers, 
and enlisted persons. 

Air Force Reserve—500,000 officers, war- 
rant officers, and enlisted persons to “such 
personnel strength as is necessary to form 
the basis for complete mobilization for the 
national defense in the event of a national 
emergency.”

USMC New Personnel System

Providing new methods for personnel 
assignment, promotions and reductions, 
the system was evolved over a two-year 
period. It also includes a new system for 
records and reports, as well as a new 
method for personnel and job classifica- 
tion and personnel accounting. 

A three-phase training program, pro- 
viding personnel with a general outline 
of the new system development, the 
reasons for its development, and a de- 
scription of the new procedures, was in- 
stigated at Marine Corps Headquarters 
last month. The first two phases included 
instruction at HQMC, while the third, 
now in the process of completion, is be- 
ing carried out at Marine installations by 
groups which attended the first two.

Committee Hears Gen. Waitt 


While the Senate committee investigat- 
ing activities of agents engaged in ob- 
taining Government contracts was in 
recess late this week, President Truman 
at his Thursday press conference asked 
reporters and editors to suspend judg- 
ment on Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
AUS, until the military aide has had a 
chance to testify. 

General Vaughan, whose name has 
been prominent in the wide-ranging hear- 
ings, is slated to appear before the com- 
mittee next week. Also scheduled to 
testify next week is Maj. Gen. Herman 
Feldman, The Quartermaster General, 
who with Maj. Gen. Alden H. Waitt, Chief 
of the Chemical Corps, was suspended 
temporarily 16 July by Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray. 

During hearings this week, a report 
prepared by General Waitt at the request 
of General Vaughan concerning possible 
candidates for the top post in the Chemi- 
cal Corps, evoked particular interest. In 
this memorandum, dictated in the office 
of James V. Hunt, a wartime Army Quar- 
termaster Corps officer and the central 
figure in the inquiry, General Waitt main- 
tained that he should succeed himself as 
Chief of the Chemical Corps. He sub- 
mitted derogatory briefs on eight other 
high-ranking Chemical Corps officers 
which contained different material from 
the laudatory efficiency reports on other 
ranking officers of the Corps. The com- 
mittee released excerpts from the officers’ 
efficiency reports, almost all of them pre- 
pared by General Waitt, and also the 
text of General Waitt’s memorandum to 
General Vaughan. 


Chief Counsel William P. Rogers, in 
introducing General Waitt’s comments 
into the record, emphasized that the 
derogatory remarks “should not reflect” 
on these officers. 

Concerning himself, General Waitt 
wrote: “General Waitt is recognized as 
one of the leading authorities in the 
world on the subject of toxological war- 
fare.” Asked why the account concerning 
his own qualifications was made in the 
third person, General Waitt answered: 
“I was preparing that for General 
Vaughan to present to the President and 
that was the third person, which was 
General Vaughan, speaking.” The memo- 
randum concerning his qualifications was 
not sent to General Vaughan, General 
Waitt testified. “My brass broke down at 
that point,” he explained. 

It was revealed also that still another 
document referring to qualifications of 
Chemical Corps officers was found in Mr. 
Hunt’s office. The committee, in order to 
protect the officers mentioned in this 
paper, did not make it public. 

The Armed Forces Chemical News, 
official publication of the Armed Forces 
Chemical Association, in its August issue 
publishes its lead editorial on the relief 
of General Waitt, in which it states: 

“The temporary relief of Maj. Gen. 
Waitt from duty as Chief of the Chemical 
Corps shocked the members of this As- 
sociation. ... During the past three and a 
half years the Armed Forces Chemical 
Association has received the fullest sup- 
port from the Chemical Corps through 
General Waitt. During this time the 
Chemical Corps has gone through the 
trying period of demobilization, reorgan- 
ization and expansion. The growth and 
progress of the Corps in the past few 
years is a record of which it may well be 
proud. While the annual appropriation 
is not necessarily an index of this growth 
and progress it has been increased from 





a prewar average of about one and one 
half million dollars annually to more 
than thirty million dollars at present... .”

Leaders Take Office 


With the swearing in this week of Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley as Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins as Army Chief of Staff, the 
President and Secretary of Defense moved 
to complete the organization of the De- 
partment of Defense and the subordinate 
Military Departments under the recently 
approved Unification Act. 

Under Secretary of Defense Stephen 
Early became Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense under the new law. Three special 
assistants to the Secretary of Defense 
will become Assistant Secretaries. They 
are Wilfred J. McNeil, Marx Leva and 
Paul H. Griffith. Mr. McNeil is expected 
to handle budgetary and fiscal maters, 
Mr. Leva to supervise legal matters and 
act as counsel to the Secretary, and Mr. 
Griffith to look after miscellaneous mat- 
ters, including liaison with various Gov- 
ernment departments and veterans’ or- 
ganizations. 

Mr. Carl A. Ilgenfritz, of Pittsburgh, 
has been appointed by the President as 
Chairman of the Munitions Board, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Donald F. Carpenter. He is 
vice president of the United States Steel 
Corporation. Mr. Karl A. Bendetsen, a 
San Francisco attorney, and formerly a 
Regular Army colonel in the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Corps, is expected to be 
appointed Assistant Secretary of the 
Army. 

With the elevation of General Collins 
to the post of Army Chief of Staff there 
is a vacancy in the position of Vice Chief 
of Staff which is expected to be filled by 
the promotion of Lt. Gen. Wade H. 
Haislip, at present Deputy Chief of Staff 
in charge of Administration. 

General Thomas T. Handy, now com- 
manding the Fourth Army with head- 
quarters at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
has been selected to command United 
States Forces in Europe, a post made 
vacant by the recent retirement of Gen- 
eral Lucius D. Clay. 


General Devers to Retire 


General Jacob L. Devers, Chief of the 
Army Field Forces, will retire from active 
service on 30 Sept. General Mark W. 
Clark, commanding the Sixth Army with 
headquarters at the Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, is regarded as his probable suc- 
cessor. 

A senior military officer will be named 
in the relatively near future to represent 
the United States on the Supreme Mili- 
tary Council expected to be set up under 
the Atlantic Pact.

Smith, former Ambassador to Russia, and 
now commanding the First Army, with 
headquarters at Governor’s Island, New 
York, is expected to receive this assign- 
ment. 

This reassignment of senior Army offi- 
cers will leave vacancies in the commands 
of several of the field armies. Lt. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, commanding the 
Caribbean area, will probably be given 
command of one of the armies or assigned 
to General Haislip’s vacancy as Deputy 
Chief of Staff. Others regarded as eligible 
for appointment as army commanders 
are Lt. Gen. Clarence R. Huebner, now 
commanding American troops in Ger- 
many, and Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, now 
in command of the V Corps, with head- 
quarters at Fort Bragg, N. C. 

Two of the prospective new Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense, Mr. McNeil and 
Mr. Leva, were brought into the depart- 
ment by the late Secretary James For- 
restal at the time the department was 
established. Mr. Griffith came into the 
Government service at the time Mr. John- 
son was appointed Secretary of Defense. 

Assistant Secretaries 

Mr. McNeil is an expert in fiscal ad- 
ministration with long banking experi- 
ence. During the war he served as a rear 
admiral in the Navy Supply Corps and 
later became administrative assistant to 
the Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Leva is 
a graduate of Harvard Law School and 
for a time was law clerk for Justice Hugo 
Black of the United States Supreme 
Court. During the war he was a Naval 
Officer and later served as counsel and 
Special assistant to the Secretary of the 
Navy. Mr. Griffith is a public relations 
Consultant and a former national com- 
mander of the American Legion.

Board has been connected with the steel 
industry practically all of his adult life. 
He is a member of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute and has served as an 
adviser to the State Department and the 
National Military Establishment on mat- 
ters related to foreign trade and indus- 


trial mobilization. Mr. Bendetsen, the 
new prospective Assistant Secretary of 
the Army, was commissioned in the Regu- 
lar Army shortly before our entry into 
World War II, and acted as legal adviser 
to the Commanding General of the West- 
ern Defense command in connection with 
the relocation of the Japanese residents 
of western states. Later he served in 
Europe. He resigned his commission at 
the close of the war and has been in pri- 
vate law practice in San Francisco since 
that time. 

The new Army Chief of Staff, General 
J. Lawton Collins, is one of the best 
known combat officers in the Army. Soon 
after Pearl Harbor he became Chief of 
Staff of the Hawaiian Department and 
organized the ground defenses of the is- 
lands. Later he commanded the 25th Divi- 
sion in action at Guadalcanal and New 
Georgia. His aggressive activities and his 
dynamic leadership earned for him the 
affectionate designation, “Lightning Joe,” 
bestowed by his devoted soldiers. 


Famous War Record 


From the Pacific area General Collins 
was sent to Europe. He commanded the 
Vli Corps which landed at Utah Beach 
in Normandy and subsequently received 
the surrender of Cherbourg. His corps 
participated in the breakthrough at St. 
Lo and in all of the major campaigns 
in the liberation of Western Europe. Fol- 
lowing the cessation of hostilities he was 
ordered to Washington where he served 
successively as Director of Information, 
Deputy Chief of Staff and Vice Chief of 
Staff. 

General Haislip, his probable successor 
as Vice Chief of Staff, was also a corps 
commander in the European campaigns 
and later commanded the Seventh Army. 
Prior to the war he served in Washington 
as Assistant Chief of Staff G-1, in charge 
of Personnel. Following his return from 
Europe he headed the Advisory Council 
set up by General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, later becoming Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Administration. 

General Handy, the new European 
Commander, served as Chief of the Op- 
erations Division of the War Department 
General Staff during the greater part of 
the war, later becoming Deputy Chief of 
Staff under General of the Army George 
C. Marshall. Two years ago he became 
commander of the Fourth Army. 

The probable new Chief of the Army 
Field Forces, General Mark W. Clark 
had a brilliant combat record in World 
War II in command of the famous Fifth 
Army which conquered Italy. After the 
war he was given command of the Sixth 
Army and has conducted for the Depart- 
ment of Defense a highly interesting ex- 
periment in the close coordination of all 
Service facilities on the West Coast, point- 
ing the way toward the saving of many 
millions, through elimination of overlap- 
ping and duplicating services. 

General Smith was Chief of Staff for 
General Eisenhower in North Africa and 
Europe throughout the combat opera- 
tions. Previously he was Secretary of the 
War Department General Staff and of 
the Combined Chiefs of Staff. Following 
the war he served as United States Am- 
bassador to Russia and recently became 
commander of the First Army. 

General Ridgway, who has been men- 
tioned both for Deputy Chief of Staff and 
for an army command, was also a corps 
commander in Europe during the war, 
serving as head of the 18th Airborne Divi- 
sion during the Battle of the Ardennes. 
After the war General Ridgway was an 
American military adviser to the United 
Nations and later commanded the Carib- 
bean area. General Huebner, a possible 
appointee as an Army commander, has 
risen from private to lieutenant general. 
He commanded the famous ist Division in 
action in Europe during the recent war 
and later became a corps commander. 
General Hodge’s war service was in the 
Pacific where he commanded the Ameri- 
can forces in Korea. On his return from 
the Far East he was given command of 
the V Corps at Fort Bragg.

Report Housing Bill 


The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee this week reported favorably on a 
$634,558,682 Department of Defense public 
works authorization bill, which would 
provide a total of 7,282 family housing 
units for the Army, Navy, Air Force, and 
Marine Corps. 

The committee report declared “the 
housing situation is critical at nearly all 
military installations with few Govern- 
ment quarters available and many mar- 
ried officers and enlisted men are required 
to live in substandard housing and to 
commute at great distances.” 

The bill would authorize $152,000,000 
for family housing, of which $97,600,000 
would be spent within the continental 
limits of the United States. A total of 
$54,400,000 is planned for family quarters 
overseas. 

Here is a breakdown by Services on the 
family housing authorization approved by 
the Senate committee: Army, 2,474 units 
within the continental limits and 457 
abroad; Navy, 861 and 456; Air Force, 
2,694 and 340—a total of 6,029 units in the 
Zone of Interior and 1,253 overseas. 

Estimated cost of the family housing 
is as follows: Army, $40,800,000 within 
the United States and $14,900,000 over- 
seas; Navy, $12,300,000 and $15,700,000; 
and Air Force, $44,500,000 and $23,800,000. 

Additionally, for non-family housing, 
$14,600,000 would be spent in the United 
States and $32,400,000 overseas. A major 
item in the bill, as endorsed by the Senate 
committee, is $14,500,000 for a special 
weapons project. 

The public works bill is included in 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson’s 
priority list submitted recently to Con- 
gress. At the top of that list is the pay 
bill.

The Army Hostess Association has 
announced that in keeping with the 
Unification Program, it will be known in 
the future as the Armed Forces Hostess 
Association, ready to offer all possible 
help to Army, Navy and Air Force 
newcomers to Washington.

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Review of Navy Pass-overs 


The question as to whether or not the 
Navy Department already has authority 
to review cases of alleged injustices 
wrought by the action of the war-time 
promotion panels was discussed at the re. 
cent Senate Armed Services Committee 
hearings in the case of Comdr. Edward 
White Rawlins, USN. 

The matter came before the committee 
in the form of a bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Tydings to promote Commander Raw- 
lins to the grade of captain, he having 
been the only member of the USNA class 
of 1924 not to have received a war promo 
tion, although there was strong testi- 
mony, even on the part of official Navy 
witnesses, that he was well qualified for 
the higher grade. Impressed by the Raw. 
lins case, the committee amended the 
bill to require the Department to review 
all such cases and in that form the bill 
was passed by the Senate and is now be 
fore the House Committee. 

In the course of the Senate hearings, 
Mr. Justice M. Chambers, a member of 
the Committee’s professional staff, ques 
tioned Rear Adm. J. W. Roper, deputy and 
assistant chief of naval personnel, on the 
amount of authority already possessed by 
the Department. Admiral Roper had 
testified that the Chief of Naval Person- 
nel was against the bil] because it “would 
tend to vitiate the orderly system of pro- 
motion by selection.” The questioning 
proceeded: 

Mr. Chambers. You are familiar with sec 
tion 207. I am sure, of the Legislative Re 
organization Act, which created the Board 
for Correction of Naval Records and for the 
Correction of Injustices? 

Admiral Royer. Yes. 

Mr. Chambers. I believe from what 1 have 
been able to read of the legis!Stive’ intent 
back of that law, that we aimed to cut out 
private bills of this particular type. It is my 
understanding—and correct me If I am wrong 
—that the Navy Department has taken the 
position that this particular type of case is 
not one that fal!s within the purview of that 
Board, and I would like to get your com 
ments on it because it would appear that 
there might reasonably be available to the 
Navy Department some method of handling 
cases of this kind and at least give an in 
dividual a right of appeal from the action of 
panels, and, for that matter, the selection 
board procedures themselves possibly would 
come under it, but I am aiming this partice 
larly at the panel actions during the war. 

Admiral Roper. I will have to answer that 
generally. 

Mr. Chambers. I understand. 

Admiral Roper. Because in the first place, 
as you know, the Board for Correction of 
Naval Records is the Secretary of the Navy's 
agency and has no connection with the Bu 
reau of Naval Personnel. 

Mr. Chambers. That is correct, sir. 

Admiral Roper. And takes under considera 
tion any case which is brought before it 
which it deems within its purview. It has 
never, to my knowledge, considered a pro 
motion case as being within its purview. 

Senator Johnson. Do you think it would 
be wise for it to do so? 

Admiral Roper. I think it would greatly 
complicate the problem. 

Senator Johnson. Do you know of any 
cases similar to this in the Navy now? 

Admiral Roper. There are many cases. For 
example, I would like to say this, and I 
would like to say, too, that I personally am 
a great admirer of Commander Rawlins and 
he is a personal friend of mine. I do think, 
that as far as injustice is connected with this 
system, with any system of selection fof 
promotion, theré are innumerable injustices, 
depending upon the point of view, and I think 
it very true, in my own mind, that many 
selection boards have selected people I would 
not select and failed to select people I would 
select. 

Mr. Chambers. I would like to come back. 
if I may, for a second, however, to this bus! 
ness where possibly an obvious injustice has 
been created. The way it stands now, wit 
out coming to Congress and getting a private 
law, there is nothing that can be done about 
it. 

You said that it would probably stir things 
up or make things worse if the Board for 
Correction of Naval Records took such cases 
under its purview. 

As I understand the situation, the Board 
for Correction of Naval Records has on se™ 
eral occasions—and this is one case—been the 
subject of a ruling by the Judge Advocate 
General that this is not a proper case. I® 
other words, this was a board set up outside 
the chain of command, subject to the Secte 
tary of the Navy, a civilian board, for the 
purpose of ironing out inequities in the Nav? 
Department and, for that matter, the othe 
services. 

I am wondering, since the selection sy 
tem is not under attack, but definitely te 
auestion here involves the operation of sele~ 
tion panels. from the stendrotnt of cutting

off cases of this kind coming up here before 
the Congress, would it not be better for this 
Board to be permitted to take these under its 
gurview and at least give them a further 
screening? 

You have already answered it, but I would 
like to push it with you further because I 
think it is very important that we know why 
the Navy Department does not want to do it. 

Admiral Roper. I would like to say this 
off the record. (There was a discussion off the 
record.) 

Senator Johnson. Do you know of any ob- 
jection the Navy Department would have if 
we brought it within their purview? 

Admiral Roper. There is a question as to 
what in the language of the law ‘‘Board for 
Correction of Naval Records’’ means. 

Senator Johnson. Suppose we eliminated 
that question of law, if there is a question. 
Suppose we made it clear. Would the De- 
partment have any objection? 

Admiral Roper. Not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Chambers. That answers my question. 
{ think the record should show, Admiral, 
and this is not an unfair thing to you, that 
there is a letter from Mr. Sullivan on this and 
areply to him from Senator Tydings in which 
he states that he did not believe they should 
take purview of this type of case. 

Senator Johnson. I am not aware of such 
a letter. 

Mr. Chambers. I am sorry. If, on the other 
hand, the law were made more specific, it 
might well remove any objection that the 
Navy Department had and, at least, would 
é@stablish, still within the purview of the 
Navy Department, but outside the line of 
command, an outside appeal for this type of 


case. 

Admiral Roper. The only point I could 
make on that is it is impossible, I think, to 
determine when an injustice has been done. 
It is always an injustice. 

Mr. Chambers. I might ask, then: It sort 
of gets down to a situation where the con- 
gressional committee and Congress would 
decide it or the Navy within its own wisdom 
would decide. 

The only other point I want to make is: 
Mention has been made of the Jones Board. 
{I wonder if you would tell us just a little bit 
of the background of that board. What was 
the purpose? Who created it? When did it 
act? 


Admiral Roper. The Jones Board was ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy after 
Public Law 381 was under consideration. I 


. am not sure what its status was, but it was 


before it was passed, I believe. It was based 
on the fact that many officers, having been 
passed over, have lost an inordinate amount 
of precedence by that fact. 

It was due to wartime consideration being 
given to promoting numbers of classes at one 
time, three classes, for example, so that an 
Officer coming up for selection might drop 
two classes by having failed only once of 
selection. 

So the Board was appointed after long 
consideration to consider cases of offices who 
failed of selection only once and who were 
selected the next time, to readjust their posi- 
tion, not to put them back where they were 
before, but to put them in the place where 
they would have been had only one class 
been considered for that selection. 

Mr. Chambers. But in the Jones Board you 
felt that this inequity would result from 
only one passover? 

Admiral Roper. That is right. 

Mr. Chambers. And they’did not go back 
where a man might have failed of selection 
more than one time? 

Admiral Roper. That is right. 

Mr. Chambers. And then subsequent 
panels. using perhaps that as a reason for 
failing to promote. did not -feel it necessary 
to go back and consider those cases? 

Admiral Roper. There is considerable phi- | 
losophy, but one long-time philosophy of the 
Service is that everybody is entitled’ to be 
Bassed over twice. That is what all of our 
laws are based on. Theoretically, that is rec- 
®gnizing that any one selection panel or 
board is subject to review and, having re- 
viewed, the second review, having failed 
twice, it was figured that was not the case. 

Mr. Chambers. The creation of the Jones 
Board. which I believe was by Secretary's 
order. recognized in the case of one passover 
that there might have been some inequities? 

Admiral Rorer. That is correct. 

Mr. Chambers. But you still do not feel 
Chat the Board for Correction of Naval Rec- 
ords, perhaps, should look at the same thing 
and cover the balance of the cases? 

Admiral Roper. Well. I personally—this is 
purely personally, I can’t speak for the De- 
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partment—I think that the Board for Cor- 
rection of Naval Records would have an im- 
possible task. P 

I think that one thing I should add about 
fitness reports, because it came in connection 
with the letter here, a fitness report is the 
opinion of a senfor officer about a junior at 
the time he made it out and it is on the 
record. We have always contended that no 
record of long standing can be changed by a 
request to have it changed at a later date. 
Any officer is entitled to put in his record 
any future letter superimposed on the other 
one, but we cannot go back and change an 
old record because of a recent letter. 

Commander Rawlins. I would like to ask 
Admiral Roper a few questions. 

Admiral, I feel that emphasis has been

Regular AF Appointments 


Air Force officials indicated this week 
that the delayed list of officers on ex- 
tended active duty who have been se- 
lected for Regular appointments is now 
scheduled for release late this month or 
early in September. It had been planned 
originally to publish the list about 1 July. 

However, it is recalled that the first of 
the two annual Regular appointment lists 
was delayed from January to April. At 
that time, 200 officers from among 2400 
candidates were chosen for Regular Air 
Force commissions. The current group 
includes 1600 applicants. Air Force offi- 
cials declined to report in advance how 
many would be selected, but it is believed 
that another group of about 200 may be 
appointed.

tion of the specialized buyer program, 
publishing a guide for selling to the Air 
Force and furthering the Congressional 
policy of spreading more work among 
small business enterprises are but a few 
of the highlights either accomplished or 
in process of improvement. 

The Industrial Planning Division like- 
wise has been making increasingly larger 
strides in a number of projects calculated 
to amplify this country’s industrial re- 
sources to an.extent that they will be fit 
for any eventuality. Much of this effort 
is being done to increase the “know how” 
of many individual manufacturers in the 
production of components vital to main- 
taining a modern air arm. 

In mid-year, a total of 428 sets of re- 
quirements—each enveloping models of 
mobilization aircraft, their major com- 
ponents and facilities recommended for 
their production—had been completed. 
These apply to those industrial plants 
where the Munitions Board has desig- 
nated the USAF with Armed Services 
Procurement Planning Officer responsi- 
bilities. 

The recently inaugurated Licensor- 
Licensee program was well under way 
near the start of Fiscal Year 1950. This 
program provides for cooperation be- 
tween the licensor and licensee to an ex- 
tent that the latter is included in pre- 
production planning on items scheduled 
for production in an emergency. Arrange- 
ments have been completed on seven of 
the 40 critical areonautical items. 

The Division increased its reserve of 
Government-owned, general-purpose ma- 
chine tools and reserve production equip- 
ment from 30,350 to 51,440 items. In addi- 
tion, 4,383 items were made available to 
contractors participating in the current 
expanded aircraft production program. 

Establishment of a Manufacturing 
Methods plant at Adrian, Mich., with 
equipment consisting of very heavy 
presses and hammers obtained in repara- 
tions from Germany.. The Germans 
achieved considerable initial success with 
extrusion presses in volume production 
of aircraft components early in the war. 
Extrusion methods of this type which 
eliminated more expensive and time- 
consuming machining of aircraft parts, 
are beyond the means of most manufac- 
turers and the plant is destined to become 
a development project for the benefit of 
applicable industries. 

Inspection division operations are along 
a continuing line of improving quality 
control and the development of more 
effective inspection techniques. In this 
connection, the extensive report of the 
Stanford Research Institute of California 
has been analyzed exhaustively. Pertinent 
recommendations have been included in 
the manuscript of the Air Force Inspec- 
tors’ Administrative Manual. 

The Directorate proposes to continue 
progress along all phases of operations, 
particularly in the procurement field. 
Basically, the Procurement Division will 
strive for a greater reduction in negoti- 
ated procurement time. This is expected 
to be a factor in the promotion of 
economies throughout the Air Force and 
for other Departments where the USAF 
is designated the single procurement 
agency. 

Training schools for buyers are being 
scheduled now. Subjects on the curricu- 
lum are calculated to thoroughly ac- 
quaint every buyer with procedures and 
regulations on all phases of the buying 
program. 

The Directorate faces a future fraught 
with challenges born of the Munitions 
Board’s single-service procuren.ent plan, 
possible fluctuations in the aircraft pro- 
duction proyram and, overshadowing 
both, aeronautical developments capable 
of altering the Directorate program with 
little or no advance warning. 

The Directorate considers flexibility of 
its program—right down to the most 
minute detail—the only practical insur- 
ance that it can succesfully encounter and 
conquer this important USAF operational 
phase.

AF Personnel Problem 

The continued delay of the Air Foree 
to announce appointees led to speculs- 
tion this week that the plan to name 250 
additional temporary warrant officers 
may be put off indefinitely or canceled. 

Originally, it was announced that 250 
temporary warrant officers would be 
named to fill vacancies resulting from 
the fact that hundreds of Reserve off- 
cers on extended active duty have elected 
to delay accepting their permanent war- 
rant officer status. It is know that Air 
Force officials have been surveying the 
warrant officer situation in the light of 
the prospective curtailed budget. As a 
result, there is a possibility that the pro- 
posed warrant officer appointments may 
be abandoned. 

Air Force personnel experts reportedly 
also are studying the overall officer 
strength with regard to the 1950 budget. 
Although there was no official confirma 
tion, it is understood that some Reserve 
officers may be separated from active 
duty to meet budgetary limitations. Pre 
sumably, if such action is necessary, the 
Air Force may require Reserve officers 
with permanent warrant officer letters of 
selection to accept these appointments.

tee states: 

“As amended, this title (Title I) does not 
authorize any increase in the number of 
regular officers within the Army, and sets 
that authorization at their present strength 
of 30,600, which includes the officers of the 
Women’s Army Corps, but excludes certain 
small specialist groups, such as the Army 
Nurse Corps and Women’s Medical Specialist 
Corps. The House authorized an increase of 
2,900 officers over the present authorized 
strength. This would have given the Army 
a total of 33,500 regular commissioned offi- 
cers. In the hearings on this bill, and by 
later investigation, it was found that the 
Army will not reach its present authorized 
strength for approximately 9 years. The com- 
mittee feels that the size of the Regular 
Military Establishment is far in excess of 
that which will be required in the event 
world conditions are stabilized, and it antici- 
pates that such will be the case before 9 
years have passed. Since the Army now has 
a leeway of approximately 10,000 for regular 
officers, the committee decided not to in- 
erease their authorization pending a re- 
evaluation at some future date when condi- 
tions are more stabilized. 

Civilian Components 

“The title, as amended, reduces the size 
of the National Guard authorization from 
750,000 to 600,000 officers and men,’ with cer- 
tain detailed exclusions. This is approxi- 
mately 300,000 in excess of the present 
strength of the Guard, and the committee 
feels that there is no need to go beyond 
the figures as recommended. The title, as 
amended, also authorizes in general terms 
an Organized Reserve of such size as may be 
necessary to meet any emergencies that might 
arise. As there unquestionably will be a 
large number of persons in the Organized 
Reserve in an inactive status, it was felt 
that no figure could be written into the law 
which would be realistic, and therefore gen- 
eral authority was substituted for the fixed 

gures. 

“This title gives the Secretary broad au- 
thority to procure all necessary materials 
and facilities for the maintenance and sup- 
port of the Army of the United States. The 
title was amended by deleting the language 
‘including guided missiles’ from this sec- 
tion. This deletion was made because it was 
the opinion of the committee that authority 
to procure guided missiles was contained in 
the general authorities granted the Secretary 
of the Army and it was not necessary to 
spell it out in detail. 

“Broad general authority is granted the 
Secretary of the Army to conduct necessary 
research and development relative to the 
Army of the United States. 

Air Force 

“This title (Title II) as amended, pertains 
solely to the Air Force of the United States. 
In broad general terms it authorizes an Air 
Force of such size, composition and organiza- 
tion as is necessary to form the basis for 
complete and immediate mobilization in the 
national defense. The title was amended by 
the committee by deleting the detailed or- 
ganization language, which spelled out the 
70 air groups, the 22 separate air squadrons 
and a specified number of reserve air groups 
and squadrons. This was not done with any 
intention of changing the planning base for 
the Air Force. The committee recognizes and 
endorses the theory of the 70 Air Group Pro- 
gram as delineated by the Finletter Commis- 
sion and the Congressional Joint Air Policy 
Board. It was felt, however, that the deleted 
language would have been a limitation on 
the general authority of the Air Force and 
detracted materially from the flexibility of 
organization that might be required. For 
example, if the Air Force needed more than 
22 separate air squadrons it would necessitate 
a change in the law. It should also be 
pointed out that the number of personnel, 
the number of aircraft, and the airframe 
tons authorized in this bill are synonymous 
with the 70 air group organization as recom- 
mended by the various commissions and 
boards. 

_ The personnel strength of the Air Force 

Ss established at 502,000 officers and men, of 
which not to exceed 22,400 may be regular 
commissioned officers of the Air Force ex- 
clusive of nurses and women medical spe- 
cialists. This represents a slight increase over 
their existing authorization. The Air Force

Strength by June 1950. The House of Rep- 
er aa authorized 27,500, an increase of 
a officers over present authorized strength. 
ya committee feels that the present size 
; our military organization is far in excess 
of that which may be ultimately required 
when world conditions are more stable.

Air Nationa( Guard 


‘The Air National Guard for the Air Force 
was authorized at 100,000 officers and men 
by the House of Representatives. The com- 
mittee noted that the ratio between the 
ground National Guard and its regular es- 
tablishment was far greater than that exist- 
ing between the Air National Guard and 
the regular Air Force. While reducing the 
number of National Guardsmen authorized 
for the ground forces, -the committee in- 
creased by. 50,000 the authorized strength 
for the Air National Guard, in order to give 
more flexibility to that organization. The 
same amendment made for the ground force 
reserve has been made for the Air Force 
Reserve. It was the opinion of the committee 
that any finite number writter into the law 
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would be unrealistic and, therefore, broad 
general authority was given to govern the 
strength of the Air Force Reserve."’

5 oes budget for the Department of Defense for the Fiscal Year 1951 will te 
substantially lees than for the current year. This fact has been conclusively 
established even before final Congressional action has been taken on military appro- 
priations for the current year. The Secretary of Defense has promised that under 
the Unification Act at least a billion dollars will be trimmed by administrative action 
from the amount to be appropriated this vear. This will be accomplished in various 
ways, but the principal saving—about half a billion dollars—is expected to come 
from the reduction of civilian employes by about 135,000. Some installations will be 
closed; supplies are expected to cost less; and there will be a determined effort to 
reduce overhead expenses. As for the 1951 budget, the goal is reported to be the 
saving of an additional billion, to bring military costs two billion below the amount 
to be appropriated this year. Such a saving could be accomplished only by a drastic 
reduction in military personnel. The estimated average military strength to be 
maintained during the current fiscal year is approximately 1,600.000. To save a 
billion dollars in pay, allowances, subsistence, clothing, quarters and trancportation 
of Service personnel would necessitate a cut of about 300.000 in overall strength. 
In the light of present and continuing unsettled international conditions and the 


foreign commitments of our Government a drastic reduction in the active defense. 


forces would put the nation in jeopardy. Our present military strength is less than 
half that of Russia. We are pledged to come to the aid of our allies in the Atlantic 
Pact in the event of aggression. Without the strength to do so such a promise would 
be meaningless. Any reduction in unnecessary Government expenditures is praise- 
worthy, but a cut that endangers our National Security is folly. A strong, alert, 
well-trained and well-equipped fighting force is a deterrent to war. Any weakening 
of such a force may expose us to new and unnecessary dangers. We cannot afford 
to take such a risk. 


ECENT highly successful experimentation by the Navy with guided missiles 
launched at sea from a warship opens up new possibilities of a spectacular 
trend in wariare of the future. The most recent tests of this character were made 
with Aerobee sounding rockets fired from the deck of the floating scientific labora- 
tory, the USS Norton Sound. The purpose was to determine the intensity of cosmic 
rays at extreme altitudes. The rockets, which were fired at sea at a point 700 miles 
off the west coast of South America, attained an altitude of more than 65 miles. 
While these tests were primarily in the interest of pure science they nevertheless 
suggest the probable development of a new type of rocket warfare. If guided missiles 
can be successfully launched from war vessels and accurately guided by radio to 
the target area the control of the seas will become of even increased importance. 
Rockets with atomic warheads, fired from ships of a special design, will introduce 
a new and deadly element which may revolutionize warfare. Great progress has 
been made in the development.of such weapons since the close of the war, and 
advances indicate that ship-launched rockets constitute a most fruitful field for 
scientific exploration. 


N the course of the hearings being conducted by the Senate Committee on Expendi- 

tures in the Executive Departments, there came to light last week two contrasting 
sets of reports on ranking officers of the Army’s Chemical Corps. One consisted of 
the efficiency reports rendered by the Chief of the Corps and by other high officers, 
compiled in their official capacities and with the full responsibility. ofthe rank and 
position behind them. ‘The other set was made up of memorandums compiled andi 
passed privily and, unsigned, though later admitted, by their author. The latter 
comments, drafted by an officer who sought reappointment over the officers reported 
upon, contained numerous derogatory statements, none of which were contained in 
the official efficiency reports. When they were introduced into the Committee record 
they became privileged matter and subject to publication by the press. Realizing this, 
the Committee’s chief counsel, William P. Rogers, emphasized that the deravs or» 
remarks “should not reflect” upon the officers concerned. However, because of the 
general interest in the investigation, they were widely reprinted. Other reports 
seized by the Committee were not released for publication because of the unfair 
reflection upon the officers. In view of the circumstances under which the released 
comments were contrived it would have been much fairer had they too been with- 
held from publication. ' 
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Temporary vs. Permanent Rank 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The letter from “Colonel, GSC” in your 
13 Aug. edition was concise and to the 
point. Feeling in regard to this subject is 
more intense throughout the Service than 
Personne! Directors are prone to admit; 
and extends to other grades below 
Colonel. 

The problem of temporary vs. perma- 
nent rank was solved for the General 
Officers and can be solved for other 
grades. The necessity for continuing the 
inequality created by temporary war- 
time promotions has ceased to exist. If 
an officer is not qualified to hold: his 
permanent grade why was he promoted? 
And why is he not eliminated? Rank 
without command and responsibility is 
certainly a farce and an unnecessary ex- 
pense to thé nation. Why is this condition 
allowed to continue? The shooting war 
has been over for four years. 

The subject of loyalty is discus-ed at 
length in Officers’ Call Number Four. It 
appears that we are preaching a doctrine 
that we do not practice.

Mole Warrants Permanent 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Paragraph 13 of SR 135-215-5 states 
that if an officer applies for and accepts 
a new category extending him on active 
duty as an officer he must waive all rights 
for enlistment in grade I unless he holds 
a permanent warrant in that grade. 

Prior to receiving a commission in Jan- 
uary 1943 I held a temporarv warrant 
in grade I and I have remained on active 
duty since that time, thercfore it is still 
considered a temporary warrant in that 
I was not separated from the service, re- 
enlisted, and received a permanen* war- 
rant by virtue of being in an enlisted 
status at the time all warrants became 
permanent. : 

I do not believe the Army intends or 
wants to discriminate against anv parties 
concerned, but unless this regulation is 
amended to make the temporary war- 
rants held prior to commissioning perma- 
nent, then many of us will have to be 
separated and reenlist in order not to 
jeopardize our career. 

The Journal has successfully brought 
about readjustment in many other un- 
favorable conditions and I trust that it 
will be instrumental in bringing about 
an amendment to SR 135-215-5.

Foreign Affairs—Congressional progress was made this week toward imple- 
menting the Atlantic Pact through the authorization of the Military Assistance 
Program. Considerable objection developed in both houses of Congress but there 
were indications that funds would soon be made available to aid in the rearmament 
of Atlantic Pact countries and a few other foreign nations. 

The House passed the arms aid bill Thursday night by a substantial majority 
after reducing the total by $580,000,000, giving the Atlantic Pact countries one half 
the amount requested. Administration supporters are hopeful that the Senate will 
restore most of the amount eliminated by the House. Hearings on the corresponding 
measure have been practically completed by the Senate Committees on Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services and the bill may reach the Senate floor next week. 

Several members of the Senate committees urged that military aid be provided 
for China, as well as for the countries included in the bill. By a margin of a single 
vote they passed a resolution requesting the return of General of the Army Douglas 
MacArthur to give Congress his estimate of the current situation in the Far East. 

Both the President and Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson declined to order 
the general to return, but Mr. Johnson transmitted the invitation of the senators. 
General MacArthur was left free to accept or decline. The general said that he 
preferred to remain at his post of duty. In a characteristic statement he said that 
because of the critical nature of the situation in the Far East he felt American 
interests would be best served by his remaining in Japan. He called attention to 
_ the fact that China has never been within his command responsibility. His specific 
views with reference to the strategic potentialities of his command, he said, were 
on file with the Department of the Army. 

There were indications this week that discussion of aid for China might soon 
be only academic, as the Red armies are meeting with little resistance in their 
march on Canton. Foochow has been captured and other nationalist-held cities were 
cutflanked and by-passed as advance elements of the Communist forces reached 
a point about 150 miles north of Canton, the current capital. The government and 
large numbers of residents are leaving the city. The United States is preparing to 
close the consulate and the hand@l of Americans still in the city will probably leave’ 
soon. Apparently the nationalists plan no attempt to defend the city. 

Canton is only a few miles from the British crown colony of Hong Kong, and 
there is concern lest the Reds may try to seize this thriving ,and overcrowded 
port. Some 20,000 British troops are now at Hong Kong and reinforcements are 
arriving daily. Apparently the British are prepared to defend the city by land, sea 
and air. Most observers feel that the Communists will not attack this territory, 
but nothing is taken for granted. The State Department has announced that it will 
confer with English diplomats concerning the defense of this outpost. Presumably 
bn matter will be brought to the attention of the Security Council of the United 

ations. 

There is some evidence that all is not serene behind the Red lines in China. ” 
Communist headquarters report peasant uprisings against Red occupation troops 
in several sections. Apparently the farmers do not relish the exactions imposed 
by the conquering Communists who are living on the land and consuming the rice 
of the hardworking farmers. There are also reports that the discipline of the idle 
Red troops, at first exemplary, now leaves much to be desired. Communist soldiers 
are reported to be deserting stations in tiny villages and flocking to Shanghai and 
other cities. 

President Elpidio Quirino of the Philippines has returned home after a week 
in the United States during which he tried to Interest American officials in a non- 
military, anti-Communist Pacific Pact. While there was some sympathy with the 
purpose of such a union, the early formation of such an organization is regarded 
as highly improbable. 

The elections last Sunday in West Germany resulted in a great victory for 
the moderates. The voters administered a stunning defeat both to the extreme 
nationalists of the right and the Communists of the left. The die-hard Nazis urged 
the people to abstain from voting, but this appeal had little effect as a very high 
percentage of the qualified electors cast their ballots. The Communists polled 
less than six per cent of the total vote, a drop of 300,000 from their strength 
at the elections of two years ago. Not a single Communist was directly elected 
to Parliament, but through a complex system of proportional representation that 
party will have 15 of the 400 seats. 

The balloting was led by the moderate Christian Democrats, who favor a 
federal republic rather than a strong central government. They polled 31 per cent 
of the votes, followed by the Social Democrats, who are socialists, with about 
ene-fourth, and the right-of-center Free Democrats with 12 per cent. A coalition 
of Christian Democrats, Free Democrats and independents will contro) the new 
government. The results of the election are particularly pleasing to American 
officials and correspondingly discouraging to Russian authorities. 

News from Greece indicates a substantial victory for the Greek nationalist 
army in the Vitsi area near the Albanian border. Large numbers of Red rebels 
were killed or captured and the remnants of the Communist force fled to the friendly 
soil of Albania. That country has protested that Greek government troops have fired 
across the boundary inflicting casualties on Albanian nationals. 

An army-led revolt overthrew the government of Syria this week and killed 
the president and prime minister. This coup is regarded with considerable concern, 
since it may lead to outbreaks of violence elsewhere in the Near East. Among the 
objections of the army to the overthrown regime was the recent conclusion of an 
armistice with Israel. The result, therefore, may be a further delay in the establish- 
ment of permanent peace in this troubled area. 

Meeting at Strasburg, France, the Consultative European Assembly has elected 
Paul-Henri Spaak as its first president. This assembly is regarded as a first cautious 
step toward the development of a United States of Europe. The member nations 
have ruled out the discussion of highly controversial matters and will limit their 
debates to matters pertaining to closer economic and cultural ties. 
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Admiral Talks With Stalin—The new American ambassador to Russfa, Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk, has made what the United States Embassy termed a “courtesy visit” 
to the Kremlin, where he talked with Premier Stalin for about 45 minutes. Although 
declining to comment on the subject of his conversation with the Russian Prime 
Minister, Admiral Kirk stated that he might “have something to say” later. The 
meeting was the first that any high American official has had with Stalin for almost 


a year. 


Women’s Army Corps—Henriette Horak, California newspaperwoman and vet- 
eran of several years’ war service in the European Theater of Operations has been 
appointed a lieutenant colonel in the Women’s Army Corps, Organized Reserve. She 
was given the oath of office at the Presidio of San Francisco by Maj. Ruby E. Her- 
man, WAC staff advisor, Sixth Army. The new lieutenant colonel was one of the 
first officers commissioned in the WAC during the last war. Overseas, Miss Horak 
was employed in military intelligence and public relations. Since leaving the service 





in 1947, Miss Horak has been in publicity fields. 








Geography (and USSR) “Out on a Limb”—Maj. Joseph Burns, USA-Ret., of 
Santa Ana, Calif., has sent THs JourRNAL a translation of an article which appeared 
in the 3 Aug. issue of Pravda. Entitled “Geography is Hanged Out on a Limb,” 
the article by D. Zaslawski is part of the Soviet campaign against the aid to 
Europe campaign. However, instead of the usual line of obloquy and crass invective, 
it shaped in the form of heavy-handed sarcasm. “Three American Generals, three 
chiefs of staff of the Army Force of the USA,” the article says, “land forces Bradley, 
air Vandenberg, and sea Denfeld, undertook an expedition through Europe. The 
problem is to lead up to a military foundation under the North Atlantic pact. 
But the Generals all at once went the wrong way. They appeared in Frankfurt-am- 
Main, in a city, which according to European maps is not washed by the waves of 
the Atlantic Ocean, Evidently, Generals Bradley, Vandenberg and Admiral Denfeld 
are wandering over Europe, guiding themselves by American maps. The Atlantic 
has strange outlines on these maps. For example, Vienna seems to be on the shore 
of the Atlantic Ocean, therefore, the Generals included Vienna also in the line of 
the way. Turkey is also the Atlantean. It is useless to think otherwise about Greece. 
Thus, the entire geography is hanging on a limb. We are starting to wonder how 
this science is being taught according to the newest American books. ‘Where are 
the boundaries of the Atlantic?’ they ask the pupil of the USA and he answers: 
‘Everywhere where it is to the advantage of the American Generals’.” No mention 
was made as to the geographical limits of the USSR.

Praise For Industry—In these days when so many people, and so many publica- 
tions, are constantly pointing accusing fingers at the business methods of industrial 
firms, it is refreshing to recall that there are those who can also recognize the good 
deeds of manufacturers. The accusations, even though investigations may never 
support them with facts, are always rémembered, while the favorable comments 
are very often forgotten. It is interesting to note, in this connection, that the Glendale 
(Calif.) News-Press, proud of one of its local industries, devoted considerable editorial 
space to praising the business methods of the Grand Central Airport Co. and its 
subsidiary the Cal-Aero Technical Institute. That newspaper recalled how this air 
firm was able to perform contracts for the Chinese government and the U. S. Air 
Force for somewhat less than the agreed price, whereupon they passed the savings 
on to the governments. Such editorial awareness of, and readiness to publicize, the 
good in industry is a trait that could well be emulated by other publications. Today, 
more than ever before, industry is a vital part of the National Defense team, and 
its willingness to take its share of that responsibility should be given praise and 
encouragement. 


Navy Supply Corps—Capt. A. C. Shiver has retired at his own request after 
completing 36 years of active Navy service. Serving for five years as an enlisted man, 
he was commissioned in 1919, and served with the Supply Corps for the remainder 
of his career. During World War II, as Officer-in-Charge of the Navy Supply Depot 
at Oran, Algeria, he was decorated with the Legion of Merit for “outstanding service” 
in support of the invasion of Southern France. 

A “Paint Making” program scheduled for discussion in September by Supply 
Corps Reserve officers, will acquaint them with the newest processes involved in the 
production of the many materials supplied to the Navy-by the paint industry. The 
lecture and discussion material will be supplemented by a color-movie and illustrated 
pamphlets. 

The‘Naval Supply Research and Development Facility, a new naval activity re- 
cently established by the SecNav at Bayonne, N. J., will conduct research and 
development in certain phases of supply engineering ashore and afloat. Capt. C. L. 
Austin has been designated as Officer-in-Charge of the new research facility which 
will be under the management control of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 


Explore Fort Sumter—Using mine detectors and the most modern techniques 
of bomb disposal, expert crews of the military services will launch a safety expedi- 
tion to Fort Sumter National Monument, in the harbor of Charleston, S. C., on the 
morning of Saturday, 20 Aug.,Secretary of the Interior J. A. Krug has announced. 
This action was made possible through the cooperation of the War Trophy Safety 
Committee, on whose membership the Treasury Department, the component De- 
partments of the National Military Establishment and the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation are all represented. The task is being undertaken while Fort Sumter is still 
not officially open to the public, in order that any live ordnance from the Union 
and Confederate sieges of the Fort may be discovered and deactivated. All three 
of the armed services—the Army, the Navy, and the Air Force—will participate in 
the project. Deactivation of any explosive relics that may be found on the island 
will be under the personal supervision of Lt. W. R. Brooks, U.S.N., Officer in Charge 
of the United States Naval Explosive Ordnance Disposal School and Unit, which 
is located at Indian Head, Md., and is under the jurisdiction of the Navy’s Bureau 
of Ordnance. The exploration work, including the operation of mine detectors, to 
locate material in need of deactivation, will be conducted by a special crew com- 
manded by First Lt. Otto J. Laier, 307th Airborne Engineers Battalion, 82d Air- 
borne Division, Ft. Bragg, N. C.

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—The 107th Anniversary of the Establishment 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery will be celebrated 31 Aug. Before the title 
of Surgeon General was established in 1869, the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
was conducted for 27 years by four Chiefs, with the title of Surgeon, in succession 
from 1842. They were: Surgeon William P. C. Barton, who served until 1844; Surgeon 
Thomas Harris, 1844-53; Surgeon William Whelan, 1853-65; qnd Surgeon Phineas 
Horowitz, 1865-69. 

The first Surgeon General was William Maxwell Wood, di in the relative 
rank of Commander, who was Chief of the Bureau from 1869 until 1871. Successors 
until 1902 all served in the relative rank of Commodore. Since that time the rank of 
Rear-Admiral has prevailed. The present Surgeon General is Rear Admiral Clifford 
A. Swanson, who has held that office since 1946. 


Flag for Asst. Secretaries of Defense—President Truman has approved the design 
submitted by Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson for the flag and colors of the 
newly created positions of the three Assistant Secretaries of Defense. The seal of 
the Department of Defense is featured in the design. The central design of the 
seal consists of one American eagle displayed in natural colors facing to the right; 
wings are horizontal; the eagle grasps three crossed arrows in gold and bears on 
its breast a shield, the lower two-thirds in thirteen stripes alternated white and red 
and the upper third in blue. The flag of the Assistant Secretaries of Defense is white 
with the design in the center between four red five-pointed corner stars, each with 
one point up. The flag is trimmed with red fringe, and attached below the spearhead 
of the flagstaff is a cord with a tassel at each end of white and red strands. 


Infantry Center—The chief of staff of the South African Army, Lt. Gen. Len 
Beyers, and a group of high ranking officers from that country, arrived at Ft. Benning 
11 Aug. for a two-day visit. Lt. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem, jr.. commanding general of 
Third Army, at Ft.

HE cutters Sebago, Dexter, Sassafras 

and Castle Rock arrived recently at 
the Coast Guard Yard. The Sebago will 
be decommissioned and stored, while the 
other vessels will undergo repairs. 

Meantime, the Pandora and Casco re- 
cently completed availabilities at the 
Yard. The USS Yonaguska has been re- 
ceived by the Coast Guard on loan from 
the Navy and was placed in commission 
at Honolulu, T. H. 

The Winnebago has left Norfolk for 
Baffin Bay to take station as guard vessel 
for Coast Guard planes on iceberg census 
missions. 

Coast Guard officials this month told 
the story of how a PBY5A from Argentia, 
Newfoundland, flew radar parts to the 
Halfmoon on ocean station Baker. The 
vessel urgently needed the parts to carry 
on her duties. However, when the plane 
reached the rendezvous, adverse weather 
conditions made a contract drop of the 
equipment impossible. The plane climbed 
to 1,000 feet and by means of radar the 
drop was effected through the heavy 
overcast. The equipment fell less than 200 
yards from the ship and was immediately 
retrieved. 

A Coast Guard helicopter from the 
Elizabeth City, N. C., Air Station recently 
flew out to sea to rendezvous with the 
Mendota in order to remove a boatswain’s 
mate stricken with acute appendicitis. 
After taking the Coast Guardsman on 
board the plane 80 miles off Norfolk, the 
helicopter flew directly to the U. S. Ma- 
rine Hospital in that city where it landed 
on the front lawn.

General Motors Report 


In its second quarter report, General 
Motors holds that when the present high 
backlog of deferred demand has been 
satisfied it is reasonable to believe that 
General Motors production can be sus- 
tained at satisfactory level and in excess 
of the prewar level because of the growth 
of the over-all market. 

“The automobile business” states the 
report signed by C. E. Wilson, president, 
and Alfred P. Sloan, jr., chairman of the 
Board, “has been exceptionally good be- 
cause of a number of factors, many of 


them synthetic, directly related to the - 


aftermath of the war. General Motors 
current sales still reflect a high backlog 
of deferred demand. These circumstances 
cannot continue indefinitely. Sooner or 
later, and in all probability by the end 
of the year, motor cars and other General 
Motors products will be, generally speak- 
ing, in ample supply. The General Motors 
can produce only to the extent that its 
sales can be supported by current econ- 
nomic activity, and profits will be affected 
accordingly. 

“When the backlog of deferred auto- 
mobile demand has been satisfied, it is 
reasonable to believe that General Motors 
production can be sustained at satisfac- 
tory volume and in excess of the prewar 
level because of the growth of the over- 
all market. A higher level of GM volume 
is made possible by the better tools 
and improved facilities acquired or con- 
structed since the war. And mentioned 
in previous reports, increased capital 
needs both for plant expenditures and 
working capital have required the rein- 
vestment of several hundred millions of 
dollars of earnings in the business since 
the end of the war in addition to the in- 
vestment of $223 million realized from 
the sale of preferred stock and long-term 
notes.” 

Net dollar sales of all General Motors 
products totaled $1,595,349,652 for the 
second quarter and $2,877,674,126 for the 
first six months of 1949. Sales in 1948 
amounted to $1,145,554,234 for the second 
quarter and $2,234,705,927 for the first six 
months. Dollar sales for the second quar- 
ter of 1949 were the largest for any quar- 
ter in General Motors history, exceeding 
the first quarter—the previous high—by 
24.4%.

Increase Fleet Strength 

For the first time in several months 
the privately-owned American merchant 
fleet increased in size, attributable to the 
purchase of five Victory and two Liberty 
vessels from the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission, National Federation of American 
Shipping reported this week in its month- 
ly summary of the status of the Mer- 
chant Marine. 

The Federation’s report showed the 
privately-owned fleet of ocean-going ves- 
sels of 1,000 gross tons or over at 1,198 
ships of 14,167,000 dwt. on 1 Aug. The to- 
tal consisted of 718 dry cargo and combi- 
nation vessels of 7,167,000 dwt. and 480 
tankers of 7,000,000 dwt. 

According to the Federation report, for 
the third consecutive month there were 
no new additions to the private fleet from 
new construction, although one Liberty 
tanker was converted to dry cargo use 
and two overage cargo vessels were re- 
moved from documentation. Included in 
the 1 Aug. totals are approximately 155 
freighters, combination and tanker ves- 
sels temporarily inactive. 

On bareboated vessels, the Federation 
report attributed a sharp decline from 375 
in July to 323 in August to reactions to 
reduced cargo offerings, and a weak 
freight market. Due to the increase in 
vessels to be redelivered to the U. S. Mari- 
time Commission, the net number of ves- 
sels scheduled to continue in bareboat 
operations on August 1 is 267, compared 
to 329 on July 1.

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Delay in B-36 Inquiry 

The Congressional inquiry of the B-36 
program was suspended temporarily this 
week as a group of representatives flew 
to California to interview General of the 
Air Force H. H. Arnold and to question 
aircraft manufacturers. 

Hearings before the House Armed 
Services Committee will resume next 
week, with the expectation that the 
authors of anonymous charges concern- 
ing “irregularities” in B-36 procurement 
will be identified publicly. 

Meantime, the general consensus this 
week was that top Air Force officials, led 
by Secretary W. Stuart Symington and 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of 
Staff, had convinced almost all commit- 
tee members that the serious, but veiled, 
accusations were without foundation. 

One Congressman, 


who have referred to rumors of corrup- 
tion should be required “to put up or shut 


up.” Representative Bates said it was | 


time to stop bringing in civilian and 


military witnesses and call in the 
accusers. 
But’ Representative James E. Van 


Zandt’ (R-Pa.), who had precipitated the 
inquiry by reporting that there were 
rumors of “irregularities,” maintained 
that Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), “is 
evidently engaged in a whitewash job on 
the B-36 bomber.” 


After he had been challenged by Sec- | 


retary Symington during public hearings 
to voice his charges outside of Congress 
where his official immunity would be in- 
valid, Representative Van . Zandt 
quoted as insisting that he had made no 
charges or accusations. “I’ve simply re- 
peated the rumors,” the Pennsylvania 
Congresman added. “I hope when this 
investigation has been concluded the air 
will have been cleared.” 

Equally insistent that there be wide- 
open hearings on the B-36 program was 
Secretary Symington and other civilian 
and military Air Force officials. Secretary 
Symington inserted into the record a de- 
tailed 32-page statement concerning the 
mammoth bomber. 

He emphasized that the charges aired 
by Representative Van Zandt, who is a 
Naval reserve captain, “has hurt the Air 
Force—and therefore the security of the 
United States. I do not wish to minimize 
that fact,” the Air Force Secretary 
asserted. 

Secretary Symington said he knew the 
names of the group of men who had 
authored the annonymous document 
which attacked the B-36 program. 

“For several months,” said Secretary 
Symington, “people have been attacking 
the B-36 and every time we answered 
these attacks a new attack started on 
the ground we were war-mongering.” He 
maintained that “every time we sub- 
mitted any figures in secret to the 
National Military Establishment they 
leaked, not in full but in part. Sometimes, 
I think we are in a sieve.” 

Testimony revealed that Secretary 
Symington, on the advice of Chairman 
Vinson, had refused to answer a letter 
written by Representative Van Zandt 
which contained a series of questions. 

When Representative Van Zandt re- 
ferred to a story of a newspaper col- 
umnist and an annonymous letter during 
the hearings, Secretary Symington in- 
terrupted to say: “Mr. Chairman, it 
doesn’t make any difference to me about 
attacks made on our intelligence, but 
when they said that the entire High 
Command was dishonest, I take very bit- 
ter exception to it. When the only justifi- 
cation for it is an annonymous letter and 
columns put into the record under the 
cloak of immunity, the least he (Repre- 
sentative Van Zandt) can do is to say 
these things over the radio, so we can 
have proper recourse.” 

After the hearings, Representative Van 
Zandt declared that the proceedings 
“clearly indicate that the real purpose of 
Chairman Vinson and Air Farce Secre- 
tary Symington is to endeavor to dis- 
credit me—not to clear up the ugly and 
disturbing reports concerning the B-36 
and the questionable deals involving the 
big bomber. The American people,” he 
continued, “are entitled to know the truth 
or falsity of the ugly and distrubing re- 
ports about the B-36 and so-called re-

lated matters. And they will never know 
the truth or falsity to those reports until 
they are given a fair and impartial 
investigation.” 

Following are extracts from Secretary 
Symington’s testimony: 

Is the B-36 a true intercontinental bomber? 
The answer is ‘“‘yes.’’ 

Is there any other known bomber, in ex- 
istence or available for some years to come, 
that can equal the capacity of the B-36 as 
a long-range strategic bomber? The answer 
is “‘no."’ 

Has any consideration other than national 
security influenced the purchase of B-36 air- 
craft and/or the cancellation of contracts for 
other kinds of aircraft? The answer is ‘‘no.”’ 

Returning to the first question, here are 
four reasons why the B-36 is a true inter- 
continental bomber: 

First, the maximum range of the B-36 car- 
rying a 10,000 pound bomb load is by far 
the longest of any known bomber in the 
world. It has now been proved, in actual 
flight, that this range is yreater tha aliv 
range ever claimed at any time by the Air 
Force as the range expected from this bomb- 
er; and said range is increasing. 

Second, with its four additional jet engines, 
the maximum speed of the B-36 carrying a 
10,000 pound bomb load is faster than that 
of any known bomber in the world, except 
smaller, far shorter-ranged, purely jet bomb- 
ers. 

A prototype of the B-36 with jet pods has 
already been flight-tested. Its predicted addi- 


| tional speed was exceeded. 


Third, the maximum flying altitude of a 


| B-36, again carrying a 10,000 pound bomb 


load, is the highest of any known bomber in 
the world. It has now reached altitudes con- 


| sidered impossible a few months ago, and 


has flown many thousands of consecutive 
miles, for many hours, at 40,000 feet or above. 

Fourth, the armament designed for the 
B-36 today is by far the heaviest known in 
the world, sixteen 20 mm. cannon directed by 
the first new fire control system developed 
since the war, a system which will give far 
more effective sighting in that shooting con- 
test which would take place against an enemy 
tighter, in case the latter were first success- 
ful in finding the bomber, and then were 
successful in intercepting it. 

(The ‘‘OFFENSIVE” fire power of the B-36 
is also far greater than any other known 
bomber. For example, it has carried 84,000 
pounds of bombs on a simulated combat mis- 
sion.) 

Triple Threat Factors 

Of course no airplane can achieve its maxi- 
mum range, speed and altitude at one time, 
any more than a triple-threat football player 
can kick, run and pass simultaneously. But 
just as such a player can utilize all his su- 
periority at some point in a game, so can this 
great bomber utilize its supremacy in these 
four fields at some point in its task. 

For these reasons, and after thorough com- 
parison with other competitive bombers, the 
Air Force decided to equip four strategic 
bomber groups, plus two _ reconnaissance 
groups, with B-36's. These groups are all in 
the 48-group Air Force program which has 
been approved unanimously by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—i.e., by the Army, the Navy 
and the Air Force. 

Air Force Procurement 


As of 20 July the Air Force plan under 
consideration provided for the procurement 
of 5,309 planes during FY 1949, 50 and 51. 
Of these 5,309 planes only 154, or 2.9 per cent, 
are B-36's. 

Because of its size and performance, the 
B-36 costs more than most airplanes, yet the 
estimated costs of these 154 strategic bombers 
is but 16.3 per cent of the estimated cost of 
all 5,309 Air Force planes just mentioned. 

A group of rumors that has gone the 
rounds is that the Air Force, in deciding to 
purchase the B-36 has accordingly concen- 
trated almost all of its plane production with 
one company. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. The business of the Government at 
this time 1s divided so well among many 
companies that it would be the envy of pri- 
vate industry planning; and the company 
with the largest backlog of airframe business 
does not make the B-36. Of the first ten com- 
panies, the first company, Boeing, has 17.8% 
of the total business as of 31 May 1949. 

Second is Consolidated, which does make 
the B-36—14.0%. Third is North American— 
12.9%. Fourth is Douglas—10.9%. Fifth is 
Grumman—9.7%. Sixth is Lockheed—8.4%. 
Seventh {s Martin—4.5%. Eighth is United— 
4.2%. (Airframe only. Does not include en- 
gines and prope:lers.) Ninth and tenth are 
Fairchild and Northrop with 4.0% each. 

None of these ten companies mentioned 
has less than 70 million dollars in unfilled 
orders as of 31 May 

As to how division has been attained—Air 
Force and Naval air Arm—division has been 
about the same. For example, the first six 
Air Force compar*es get 83.1% of Air Force 
business. The first six Navy companies get 
83.8% of the Navy's business. Only two com- 
panies appear on both lists of these first six 
—Douglas and Le~«xheed. 


B-36 Not Invulnerable 


Another built up rumor is that the Air 
Force considers the B-36 invulnerable. That, 
of course, is sheer nonsense. No weapon of 














war is invulnerable. What we do say, how- 
ever, is this: 

If the Air Force did not buy the B-36, it 
would have only two choices: 

(1) To buy an inferior bomber which would 
always require overseas bases; or air refuel- 
ing; or missions planned as one-way strikes, 
the latter anticipating loss of the airplane, 
and possibly the crew. 

(2) To buy no bombers. 

In which case, why build bombs, especially 
the tremendously expensive atomic bombs? 


Possible B-36 Losses 


From the standpoint of actual battle ex- 
perience in the strategic bombing of both 
Germany and Japan, as well as his present 
position in command of our strategic bombing 
force, Lt. General Curtis LeMay is well quali- 
fied to estimate the losses that might be 
expected in our B-36 forces in a possible war. 

General LeMay states that after careful 
analysis of situations which might be en- 
countered, he is confident our B-36 losses 
would be well under those levels considered 
acceptable in the last war. This position, he 
adds, does not take into account the fact that 
the greatly multiplied firepower of the atomic 
bomb would justify even higher loss rates if 
necessary, in order to press home a successful 
atomic attack. 

In estimating future loss rates based on the 
use of conventional bombs, it is necessary to 
recognize the enemy’s ability to repair the 
damage; and therefore, one must plan on 
repeating the attacks at intervals of a few 
weeks, or months, in order to keep the plant 
out »f production. When you hit a plant with 
an atomic bomb, however. vou don't have to 
go back again for a long time—maybe never. 

There is no more reason for not building 
bombers because some would be shot down 
than there would be for not building sub- 
marines because some would be sunk; or for 
not building tanks because some would be de- 
stroyed. 

Advice from C of S 

At this point may I emphasize that not 
once since I have been connected with the 
Air Force have I ever, in any way, directly 
or indirectly, gone counter in the procure- 
ment of any aircraft to the recommendations 
made to me by the Chief of Staff and his 
Staff, the Under Secretary of the Air Force 
and the Special Boards set up for recom- 
mending particular aircraft purchases. It is 
significant that these recommendations have 
all come to me only after the unanimous 
recommendation of the above people and 
Boards. They all went over the facts in great 
detail, and they all reached the same con- 
clusion. 

May I say here also that never once did 
either Secretary Forrestal or Secretary John- 
son change in any way recommendations vi 
the Air Force as to what planes were to be 
procured with the money made available by 
the Congress. I am certain, however, if there 
had been any disagreement on their part, 
they would have exercised their prerogative, 
as would have I, to reverse the recommenda- 
tions of those who reported to them. 

(At this point, Secretary Symington an- 
swered specifically 15 charges made by Rep- 
resentative Van Zandt. Then, he resumed 
general testimony, from which the following 
excerpts are taken.) 


“Curious Document” 


I feel that I cannot close this statement 
without making some reference to the curious 
document which appears to be the source of 
the charges that were placed in the Congres- 
sional Record. This document, for which so 
far no one has desired to assume paternity, 
has been prominently referred to in the 
press, and has been read into the Record of 
this hearing. It was finally made known to us 
through the sense of justice and fairness of a 
distinguished member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to whom I hereby tender our most 
grateful thanks. 

This curious anonymous document was ap- 
parently given a fairly wide circulation in 
Washington. There were some remarkable 
exclusions from the circulation list, however. 
I was excluded, though much of the document 
relates to me. All Air Force officers were ex- 
cluded, though nearly all of it relates to the 
Air Force. Indeed we are forced to the con- 
clusion that those who put this document to- 
gether intentionally kept it out of our hands 
until it had done its insidious work of poison- 
ing minds against one of the armed services, 
and causing decent citizens to be sincerely 
troubled. 

The anonymous document accuses the Air 
Force of fostering the idea that an atomic 
bombardment offensive ‘‘can reduce warfare 
to a clean, quick, inexpensive and, to our side, 
painless procedure,’’ and that the B-36 could 
wage this type of warfare. This has now be- 
come a familiar charge. 

In the first place, the Air Force believes 
that the atomic bomb, plus the air power 
necessary to deliver it, represents the one most 
important visible deterrent to the start of any 
war. I want to repeat what General Vanden- 
berg has said: ‘‘The only war you really win 
is the war that never starts.”’ 

Secondly, if war comes, we believe that the 
atomic bomb, plus the air power to deliver it, 
represent the one means of unloosing prompt 
crippling destruction upon the enemy, with 
absolute minimum combat exposure of Ameri- 
ean lives. If it is preferable to engage in a 
war of attrition, one American life for one 








enemy life, then we are wrong. That is not 
our way. That is not the way in which the 
mass slaughter of American youth in an invya- 
sion of Japan was avoided. To whatever ex. 
tent we can bring it about that weapons 
fashioned at Los Alamos, and carried in air- 
craft fashioned at Fort Worth, can destroy 
or diminish,the power of an enemy to kill 
American soldiers, sailors and airmen, we are 
for pursuing that method. 

We can hope, but no one can promise, that 
if war comes the impact of our bombing offen- 
sive with atomic weapons can bring it about 
that no surface forces ever have to become 
engaged. Disregarding such an illusory hope, 
we do know that the engagement of surface 
forces will take place with much greater as- 
surance of success, and much fewer casualties 
to the United States and its allies, if an im- 
mediate, full-scale atomic offensive js 
launched against the heart of the enemy’s 
war-making power.
